hardy, quickly multiplied. Ami 
people who had been diligent in 
the use of sprays against the in- 
sect became lulled when the fight 
appeared won, Stcger explained. 


Many calls have been made foi 


beetle traps, for many years a 
familiar sight in gardens and 
back yards. 
The farm agenl 


pointed out lhal Ihe traps were 
no curb against the beetle, and 
only furnished tils' office and state 
officials with some idea of Ihe 
most heavily infested areas. 


Spraying continues to be the 


besl weapon against Ihe Japanese 
beetle, Stcger stressed, adding 
that there arc several highly- 
recommended products which are 
available commercially. Two ol 
these are wcllable 
DDT and 


malalhion. 


Recommended Doses 


The former is "sure dealh," he 


continued, although it works more 
slowly than malathion. 
Recom- 


mended amounts to be used are 
four tablespoons of the wettable 
DDT lo a gallon of water, and 
two tablespoons of malathion (o a 
gallon of water. The latter spray 
is also good for aphids and as 
rose and grape sprays.
